□ It is not necessary for applicant to provide a separate record of the substance of the interview, since the interview 
did not result in resolution of all issues. A brief summary by the examiner appears in Part II above. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: In an 
election of species of the identity of the negatively charged material and the identity of the positively charged material, 
and method of preconditioning, the applicant elected polyacrylic as the polyanionic material, poly(ethyleneimine) as the 
polycationic material, and preconditioning with a primer. On February 23, the applicant agreed to cancel the 
nonelected claims. This will be done by examiner's amendment..
